In claim 25, line 1 , delete "A limb forming a portion of a stent, the," and in its 
place, insert -A stent comprising portions formed by limbs, each-. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art of record, alone or in combination, discloses a stent including, inter alia, at least 
one limb having a cross-sectional profile in which at least one segment is flat and 
straight, each limb is comprised of two curved portions having opposite directions of 
curvature, an intermediate straight, flat mid-portion connecting the two curved portions 
and a short, straight segment at each end; where the short, straight segments are 
joined to a short, straight segment of an adjacent limb to form a point of attachment, 
where the short, straight segments at the points of attachment are substantially parallel 
to one another in an expanded state, and where the short, straight segments are 
substantially identical to one another. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
